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Rubber Tire Pfofecf Fails 


The effort to bring to Newark a rub- 


ber tire industry giving employment to 
700 men and an annual payroll of a 
million dollars has been abandoned 
and because of the apathy by the pub- 
lic, the very life of the Newark Cham- 
ber of Commerce is threatened. 


Persistent effort made by the lead- 


ers of the commercial organization, 
supplemented by conspicuous news- 
paper announcements and hundreds 
of telephone calls resulted in absolute 
failure. The attendance at last night's 
citizens' meeting in the High School 
auditorium was pitiful. Not more thafi 
75 men were present. The absence of 
prominent men of the community, 
leading property owners, merchants 
and manufacturers was conspicuous. 
Without the help of men of this type 
industrial growth is impossible. 


Monday night's mass meeting in the 


court house was well attended and no 
little enthusiasni was aroused by the 
presentation of the hope of landing a 
substantial industry. The project had 
been indorsed by the directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce as worthy of 
public support but when subscriptions 
were solicited for the purpose of rais- 
ing a fund with which to bring the 
plant to town only a little more than 
$7000 was realized. In the hope of 
reaching the people who should be 
most vitally interested in the growth of 
the town, the meeting was adjourned 
until last night. Everybody seemed to 
be enthusiastic and reports made to 
the leaders indicated that a crowd 
would attend the second mass meeting. 


Seventy-five patriots were present. 
Immediately a motion was made to 


abandon the project but those who had 
been hopeful of the result w.ereJsk>w to 
give up. Chairman Ben Montgomery 
and Manager Appleyard did their best 
to arouse enthusiasm and for a few 
minutes it looked like the preposition 
mijzht take new life but when the sub- 
scriptions were totaled they showed a 
sum less than $12,000 or about one- 
fourth of the required amount. As the 
final decision must be reached by to- 
morrow night, it was plain that further 
effort was useless. 


The effect of this failure may be far 


reaching in that it will naturally damp- 
en the ardor of those who have been 
planning an 'enlarged Chamlxr of 
Commerce. Membership in the pres- 
ent organization has expired and plans 
hdve been under way for reorganiza- 
tion along bigger and broader lines. 
THe collapse'of the rubber plant proj- 
ect gives little encouragement for fur- 
ther effort at this time. 


There has been more or less criticism 


of the Chamber of Commerce, practi- 
cally all of which has been due to mis- 
information or ignorance of the facts. 
The men comprising the directory and 
the manager, Mr. Appleyard, have 
worked unceasingly for Newark and 
the fact that greater results do not 
show is due to lack of co-operation. 


Let it be remembered that Newark 


owes its development to the commer- 
cial organization. ' The leading factor- 
ies of Newark were brought here or 
were enlarged after they were located 
here through the efforts of the Board 
of Trade or the Chamber of Commerce. 
An institution of this k'ind is vital to 
the growth of the town. 


Apathy, indifference, selfishness or 


thoughtlessness, whatever you want to 
call it, has defeated the effort to bring 
a live, growing industry to Newark. 
Unless the leading men of the town 
will -get together and will give their 
time, effort and money for the public 
welfare, Newark can not hope to land 
many factories and unless more fac- 
tories come and our present factories 
enlarge the city will not grow. 


The pitiful attendance at last night's 


citizens1 meeting called under the aus- 
pices of the Chamber of Commerce 
was a disgrace to the town., While by 
the failure Newark has lost a factory 
thai seemed to be rfttost within its 
grasp the failure, jeopardizing as it 
does the existence of the Chamber of 
Commerce, may after all prove a bless- 
ing in disguise. It may arouse the peo- 
ple to an appreciation of their respon- 
sibilities and their opportunities. New- 
ark with its many advantages can 
grow into a great city if the people who 
live here will co-operate by giving 
some of their time, effort and cash un- 
selfishly for the good of the town.

One of Uie most important laws enacted by the Ohio 


General Assembly this winter protects the people of the 
stale from the dangers incident to alleged Examination of 
the eyes by persons who are incompetent and who do 
more harm than good. 


The Matthews Uill which has been approved by the 


governor gives legal standing to the profession of Oplo- 
mctrv. 
t 
The large number of persons in Ohio who have been 


practicing Optonietry have tried for many yeai-s to have 
a law enacted to protect the jieople against the dangers of 
unscientific examination of the eyes. The Matthews law- 
is a successful culmination of these years of endeavor. 


The law says that after January first, 1920, it shall be 


unlawful for any person without a state license, to prac- 
tice OptcMiielry or attempt to determine by examination 
of the eyes, the kind of glasses needed by any jierson. The 
governor shall ap|M>int u Slate Board of Oplomelry, con- 
sisting of five persons, and anyone desirous of iMigaging 
in Ihe practice of Optomelry must pass examinations pre- 
scribed by this board. After the first of July 1JI20, the 
public will l>c fully protected against the mal-practice 
that follows non-professional examinations of the eyes, 
for by that date even |x>rson engaged in the practice of 
Optoinctrv must have had a license. 


The faw specifically protects Ihe |**oplc against the

Founders' lane. Then Belsize probably 
owes its name, he declare*, to a bell 
foundry on the lower part nf Hamp- 
stead hill. Something of this sort is 
all that remains of many of them, but 
others, like the 
WhUechapel Bell 


foundry, which has been charged with 
retiming and rehanging the bells of 
Westminster abbey for the peace re- 
joicings, have continued to do huitneas 
through the centuries. 
The foundry 


commenced business In 1370.

"1 am always amused." ftajd the 


housewife, according to the New York 
Even I UK Pout, "ut the proportion we 
«o often read and hear that munition 
and factory girls enter domestic m-rv- 
Ice. The theorist* Seem to imagine 
lliHt Buch a change can be accom- 
plished right about face—overnight, 
ID the twinkling of an eye. Good houstv 
work, of the sort that should be our 
standard, Is not so easy as all that. 
While I don't consider that housework 
requires lifelong training, yet never 
have I taken a girl from a factory 
who knew the difference between a 
cloth for washing dishes and one for 
wiping floors. As a rule a factory girl 
Is Ignorant of the simplest sanitary 
essentials that stand for home mnk- 
Ing.
